DISCONTINUE TRADING. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 22—Di- 


rectors of the Minneapolis cham- 
ber of commerce announced today 
that trading In wheat and rye fu- 
tures would be discontinued after 
Sept. 1, in accordance with the 
federal food administration, 
the 


announcement followed a meeting 
of the board. 


Instructions which if carried into 


effect would take out of -North Dakota 
every bushel of seed wheat, to be 
bought hack next spring at such prices 
as those controlling the seed market 
might care to ask; which would re- 
move all stored grain from the control 
of the grower and leave it at the 
mercy of the market; which would tie 
up every hit of rolling stock the north 
western railroads have in their DOS- 
tws'iiou and would cause at tormina! 
markets such u congestion that many 
mouths would be consumed in straight 
fining things out, are contained in a 
circular which Herbert C. Hoover i.s 
mailing to elevators in the great grain 
•growing states of the northwest. 


Hoover's circular states: 
"Regulations tWw governing the 
11 


cense for elevators require that facili- 
ties for storage be not granted to oth- 
ers than ttie • food administration or 
i»s agents for a period longer than 30 
days, in respect to wheat and rye. 


\Ve suggest that elevators issuing 


storage tickets or warehouse receipts 
iih'iulil add in addition to the other 
'•ii'itomary provisions of such the fol- 
lowing: 


"•ii IM agreed that if the grain rep- 


resented by this receipt shall remain 
in storage beyond the period of ::n 
days after date hereof the under- 
signed warehouseman is authorized to 
:'ell the same or to ship the same to 
the nearest terminal market for sale 
for the best price obtainable and shall 
pay over the proceeds to the holder of 
this reeci'rt. less lawful storage and 
other charges."

Quarter Century and More Brought to Service by Drying Up of 
Great Stream—Perry Service Handicapped by D e r e l i c t s 
Which Will Be Moved From Old Resting Place. 


Locked for a third of a century in 


the bosom of the Big Muddy, victims 
of that treacherous stream are this 
summer coming back to the world of 
air and sunshine. 


Pioneer river boats lodged for S3 


years in the soft sands ot the bottom, 
and 
old fashioned flat cars that 


plunged over the ends of the awk- 
ward ferries before a railroad bridge 
was scarcely more than dreamed of, 
are peering questlonlngly above the 
turbid waters at a world new to them, 
and scraping resentfully on the smooth 
and glossy bottom of the new ferry 
that piles from bank to bank of rhe 
big stream. 


Kor many days past the captain of 


the Marlon has noticed the boat scrap- 
ing on something in the water. 
In- 


vestigation disclosed that the unusual 
dryness of the season at the head- 
waters of the river has reduced the 
(low 
to such a low level that many 


sunken objects are now at the sur- 
face of the water. The particular \ic- 
tim of the bis river upon which the 
Marion bade fair to run afoul was an 


antiquated ferry that belonged to the 
IL U. Lyon Ferry company in the 
early eighties and went to its watery 
grave during the high waters of 'S4 
Some Northern Pacitic flat cars that 
proved too great a burden for the rail- 
road ferry about the same time are 
also now at the surface. 


To Clear Flotsam. 


The present ferry company Is mak- 


ing arrangements to haXre the wreck- 
age removed from the path of its boat 
to obviate any possible disaster from 
a violent collision. 


Never in .the memory of the oldest 


old timers have the Missouri and the 
Heart rivers been at so low a stage as 
this summer. There isn't even a wad- 
ing place in the Heart, and scarcely a 
swimming hole in the Missouri. The 
Missouri ferry operators have changed 
leadings several times in search of a 
place deep enough to permit safe land- 
ing for boat and passengers.
